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Foreword 


The teacher occupies the most crucial position in the process 
of education. Therefore, any attempt to improve the quality 
of education should take into account the need for the im- 
provement in the quality of the teacher. Recognising the 
importance of teacher education in this process, the National 
‘Council of Educational Research and Training, in collaboration 
with the All-India Association of Teachers Colleges, set пра: 
Working Group on teacher education at the Secondary level 
early іп 1964. The Working Group which met at Baroda in 
March 1964 has made a number of valuable recommendations 
for strengthening the programmes of teacher preparation. 
Among other things the Working Group emphasised the need 
to draw up detailed programmes for : 


(2) Training teacher educators for the elementary teacher 
training institutions ; 
(ii) A Post В. Ed. Course for teachers of English ; and 
(iii) A Post В. Ed. Course for teachers of Science. 


Accordingly, the All-India Association of Teachers Colleges, 
with the assistance of the National Council, set up three Work- 
ing Groups to draw up the programmes in each one of the above 
areas. These Working Groups met during October, November 
and December, 1964 and have drawn up the programmes of 
training in these areas. In the following pages is the report 
of the Working Group on Teaching of English. 

It is hoped that this material developed by experinced and 
competent persons in the field will be of value to Universities, 
teachers colleges, State Departments of Education and others 
connected with the improvement of the quality of teachers. 

The Association is deeply grateful to the National Council 
of Education Research and Training for the generous assis- 
tance and co-operation rendered by it and to the members of 
the Working Group for the valuable work they have done at 
great personal inconvenience.

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Some Important 
Recommendations 


ХЕ Working Group constituted by DEPSE to develop a 


detailed Post-Graduate Diploma Course in the Teaching 


of English met at Delhi from November 9—13, 1964. 


The group was of the view that the course would meet the 
needs ofa large number of teachers of English in the country 
who are teaching English without adequate proficiency in the 
language and with little knowledge of the latest trends in the 
teaching of English as a second language. 


The group discussed the course and worked out the details. 
The following are the recommendations. 


1. 


It is recommended that this course be offered by the 
Departments of Education of various Universities, 
training colleges, regional and state English Teaching 
Institutes, the Regional Colleges of Education, and the 
N. I. Е. 


It is suggested that State Governments be requested to 
depute suitable candidates for the course and to ensure 
that they receive their salaries during the period of 
deputation in addition to stipends to be given to the 
trainees by their respective training departments. 


Should any State Department of Education wish to 
depute untrained M. As in English for the course, they 
might be considered under special circumstances and 
admitted to the course. 


It is recommended that the teachers wbo have comple- 
ted this course be given three advance increments. It 
was pointed out at the meeting of the Group that 
a few states give 2 to 5 increments to teachers of 
English who have received then training at the Central 
titute of English, Hyderabad or at any of the other 
English Teaching Institutes. 


А POST-GRADUATE DIPLOMA COURSE IN

for specialization in the teaching of English to such persons as 
are already engaged in the teaching of Engligh in schools ог 
for those who propose to do so. 
Admission Requirements 
The Course will be open to : 


- 1. Teachers of English 


(а) who are trained graduates with English Literature 
as a subject for their degree examination orGeneral 
English as a subject for their degree examinations 
having secured not less than 55% of the marks in 


General English. The selection of the latter will 
be contingent on a successful interview. 


(b) who have at least two years’ ex 


perience of teaching 
English at any level at school, 


(с) who are preferably below 40 years of age. 


2. Prospective teachers of English who possess а В.А. 
degree with English literature ав а subject and a 
B.T./B.Ed. or equivalent professional degree. The 
number of seats to be allotted to this category should 
be determined by the institution concerned keeping in 
view local needs. 


The Course 


The course will be of nine months’ duration. Оп the com- 
pletion of the course there will be an examination. Successful 
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candidates will be awarded a Diploma in the Teaching of 
English.

Part П Spoken English 

Part ПІ Principles of Language Teaching 

Part IV Method and Practice of Teaching English 

Part V Report ofa Project related to some Practical Aspect: 

of English teaching.

The study of Phonetics should include the following topics : 


The importance of pronunciation in the teaching of 
English; the importance of Phonetics to a teacher of 
English ; the organs of speech ; Phonetic symbols and 
transcription ; English Vowels and Dipthongs ; English 
Consonants; Word Stress ; Sentence Stress and Rhythm; 
Strong and Weak Forms ; Basic Intonation Patterns ; 
Remedial Techniques. 


Note ; 


The emphasis should be on improvement through practice 
rather than on learning a great deal of theory and technical 
terms. The standard of spoken English to be aimed at is not 
the native speaker’s but a readily understandable form of inter- 
nationally accepted English. Therefore refinements such as 
dark /1/ and clear /1/, /ei./, /ou/ dipthongs need not be insisted 
upon. Considerable attention, however, should be given to weak 
forms since these are of fundamental importance to spoken 
English. Stress should also receive attention especially in areas 
where the regional language has no stress. Intonation should 
be restricted to the rising and the falling tones. 
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The course may be based оп: 


1. Тһе Pronunciation of English Daniel Jones (excluding: 
the sections on Dialectical Variations.) 


2. The Ground Work of English Intonation. Roger Kingdon: 


It is important that students should learn to use a phonetic- 
dictionary such as An English Pronouncing Dictionary by Jones. 


(b) Practice in Spoken English should be carried out in small’ 
groups. At least one hour a day should be allocated to 
this and might well be divided into three periods (of 
about 20 minutes each) devoted one each to the three 
aspects of sounds, stress and intonation. The procedure
